enthusiastic meeting at Elkhorn, on the 4th inst.

the issue, liberty or slavery—and in the defence 
of freedom we pledge ourselves to the deliber- 
ate determination and inevitable purpose not 
only of regaining Nebraska and Kansas, but of 
repealing the Fogitive Slave Law—of restrict- 
ing ulavery in the States in which it exist.—of 
excluding slavery at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, and by the use of all constitutional mean, 
from all the territories of the Government—of 
opposing the admission to the Union of any new 
Stuto tolerating slavery—and by resisting the 
organization of any new territory, unless the 
prohibition of slavery therein forever, shall 
have been first provided for: and that we will 
not .import for the office of President or Vice 
President, or of Senator, or Representative in 
Congress, or of member of Senate or Assembly 
in this State, any man who ia riot known to be 
positively and fully committed to the purpo.es 
expressed in this resolution, and whoteperron- 
at character is not a sufficient guaranty that he 


telhgence, the patriotism, and love of liberty in 
any man, who ha. not manliness nor moral 
courage enough, to maintain what i. right, nor 
oppose what is wrong. 


Again be says; "the Rev. speaker next pro- 


ceeded with a forced attempt to .how that 
which had never «n existence in fact, to wit,— 
that the continental congress, and the congrcw 
of 1787, intended to provide for an extinction of 
slavery ma few year, in this country." Here 
is either bad memory, groat ignorance, or ma- 
hclou* design to misrepresent.

The young 
man who finds that the honest plodding youth 
stands no chance with the gay, reckless, dash- 
ing, corrupt man—who sees that money Is pow- 
er, that those who possess it are preferred above 
those who do not, that it matters little what are 
the real qualities of tbe inner man (if, like evil 
books, he bos a beautiful covering), that if bis

f he possesses a corrupt heart and a/nc comer 
uti, the alleys of social, moral, political and re- 
Iglous society are thrown open to hi in, and he
